Gen. von Moltke’s Job as chief of the 
kaiser’s general staff is to run the 
most stupendous military machine 
the world has ever known Ife has 
held the position slace January 1, 
1906 

Winning his Neutenaney and Iron 
Cross in the field as a stripling in the 
Franco-Prusskin war, the  kaiser's 
desire to have the magic name of yon 
Moltke elevated to a place where it 
could carry fear into the heurts of 
his enemies, is said to have had a 
good deal to do with the emperors 
choice General von Moltke is 66 
years old, and served as adjutant to 
his distinguished uncle at the general 
staff from 1881 until the fleld mar- 
shal’s death in 1891 For five years 
afterwards he served as personal 
aide-de-camp to the kaiser, and then, 
folldwing regimental and divisional 
commands, he was created quarter- 
master-general and made lleutenant- 
Keneral, 

He is described by a close o#s-rver
